Although more than half of Australia’s popu- 
lation lives in its cities, it is the outback bush 
country with which this informative film 
deals. Here lies the continent’s future poten- 
tial in farming, sheep raising, and mineral 
resources, which, with the help of aviation, 
mechanization, and modern science, will con- 
tribute to Australia’s growing economy. An 
honest, unglamorized view is presented of the 
parched, arid land where sugar cane is grown 
and sheep are raised, of the sparse population 
living in isolation, the grueling struggle to 
survive and produce in the face of drought 
and flood, and the self-sufficiency, ingenuity, 
and hospitality of the people. Briefly glimpsed 
are bustling cities reminiscent of the old 
American West and the bush country wild- 
life—koala, platypus, kangaroo, gaudy birds, 
and snakes—many of them indigenous to no 
other continent. A literate script, appropriate 
music, and skillful camera work and editing 
make this an evocative picture of the hard 
frontier life; it is interesting and informative 
for both adults and young people. 


Big city—1980. C.B.S. Television News.

Explores the exciting potentials of tomorrow’s 
cities, using as models Brasilia and Phila- 


delphia. John E. Burchard of the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology discusses the 
plight and prospects of the big city with tele- 
vision host Garry Moore. Edmund N. Bacon, 
executive director of the Philadelphia City 

lanning Commission, describes his city’s re- 
vitalization program. Noted Philadelphia 
architect Louis Kahn comments on urban re- 
newal, and Pietro Belluschi, M.LT.’s dean of 
architecture, shows several plans for cities. 
The problems that arise in renewing an old 
city are pungently illustrated as residents of 
Philadelphia’s Society Hill section voice their 
opinions on the changing city. Mr. Bacon 
shows how this run-down section in Phila- 
delphia, typical of blighted neighborhoods 
everywhere, is being renewed by selective 
demolition so that priceless pieces of Ameri- 
ca’s heritage can be saved. He emphasizes 
that success in a renewal project requires a 
vigorous plan and democratic action, a citi- 
zenry that deeply desires a better city, strong 
business leadership, and a progressive city 
government. A unique film that deserves not 
only the particular attention of Philadelphi- 
ans but the concern of the greater part of the 
nation which the film predicts will be 95 per 
cent urbanized by 1980. 


Breaking the delegation barrier. Round- 
table Productions, 275 S. Beverly Dr., 
Beverly Hills, Calif.

A consideration of the psychological problems 
which prevent supervisors from delegating 
authority. A branch manager is shown put- 
ting three men, each competent and experi- 
enced in his own field but new to supervisory 
responsibilities, in charge of newly expanded 
departments. Each man fails to delegate au- 
thority as he should, and investigation reveals 
that in each case the basic reason for the 
failure is fear—fear of loss of job satisfaction, 
of mistakes, and of loss of authority. This 
film is valuable as an aid to supervisors in 
clarifying questions which arise in connec- 
tion with rating employee performance, prog- 
ress report interviewing, and methods of de- 
veloping responsibility in subordinates, as 
well as serving as an excellent tool for dis- 
cussion and in-service-training programs on 
the timely and much-discussed subject of the 
delegation of authority.

Imaginatively drawn and animated line draw- 
ings and pastel color spots portray the life of 
a boy from birth to about age seven. He is 
loved, protected, well fed, and secure as he 
develops an awareness of the world about 
him. This happy child is not typical of the 
majority of the children of the earth, as is 
shown in the contrasting sequence of sad, 
ragged, underfed children of impoverished 
nations. Mark Hubley, the young son of the 
producer, recites the only narration in the 
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film, a poignant closing commentary on un- 
derprivileged children and the efforts of 
United Nations Children’s Fund to help them. 
The makers of Moonbird (Booxkttst 56: 268, 
Ja 1 60) and Adventures of * (BooxkList 55:24, 
S 1 58) have successfully employed their tal- 
ents as artists and animators to produce a 
film which has great charm, interest as an 
example of the film as an art form, and uni- 
versal appeal and comprehensibility in its 
message. Its powerful impact on the viewer’s 
senses, emotions, and thinking is enhanced 
by the performance of Bach, Mozart, and 
Haydn chamber music by cellist Pablo Casals, 
the Budapest String Quartet, and violist Wal- 
ter Trampler. 


The England of Elizabeth. British Trans- 
port Films.

What was perhaps England’s greatest age of 
prestige and power is portrayed through 
paintings, maps, books, art treasures, surviv- 
ing architecture, and views of the British 
countryside which has changed little since 
the days of Elizabeth 1. An excellent musical 
score by the late Ralph Vaughan Williams 
complements the poetic narration which con- 
veys much of the spirit of the time. An allu- 
sive rather than factual script recalls some 
of the elements which influenced the Eliza- 
bethans: the Reformation and growth of the 
new Church of England, the establishment of 
Caxton’s printing press and the outpouring 
of the first books which offered widening 
knowledge and a new adventurousness, the 
renascence of navigation, literature, and the 
arts. In the center of England’s surge to 
greater glory was the Queen, whose biogra- 
phy is briefly told through her castles and 
portraits and those of her ancestors and the 
famous personalities of her court. As influ- 
ential as Elizabeth was Shakespeare, whose 
life story is sketched against the background 
of his homes and their furnishings. It is the 
bard and his literary colleagues whose mem- 
ories remain to typify an age whose vitality 
opened the door to a new world of material 
increase and broader understanding. The im- 
mense wealth and variety of information cov- 
ered tend to mar the film’s unity, making for 
disjointed continuity. It is rather like a rich 
pageant that gives an impressionistic view of 
a vigorous period of English history.

The film was origi- 
nally made for theatrical presentation in 
CinemaScope and can be shown either with 
or without an anamorphic lens. Conventional 


showing tends to emphasize the rather angu- 
lar art work, which is rounded out when 
shown anamorphically, but it will not inter- 
fere with the enjoyment of the film. The sim- 
ple story is the familiar one of the juggler 
who joins a monastery and when it is time 
to present gifts to the Virgin Mary has only 
his juggling to offer. Although this presenta- 
tion seems frivolous at times, there is enough 
adherence to and reverence for the basic 
story to make the film interesting for both 
children and adults, especially Roman Catho- 
lic groups.

High lights of the life and career of the writer 
whom the script calls “the pride and glory of 
the Russian nation” are portrayed through 
photographs, engravings, rare newsreels, and 
paintings as well as live photography of the 
places where he lived. There is a tendency 
to sentimentalize and idolize some aspects, 
such as his death and funeral, and to protract 
views of the landscapes around his homes as 
well as scenes (enacted in Russian) from 
dramatized versions of his works. The under- 
standable attempt to exaggerate Tolstoi’s phi- 
losophy of social justice to fit the Soviet 
anticapitalist, antiorganized religion view- 
point is neither blatant nor offensive, nor does 
it mar the illuminating biographical thread 
of the story. The camera effectively imparts 
movement to the stills and vividly re-creates 
Tolstoi’s spirit in the live shots of the ele- 
gant interiors of his home at Yasnaya Poly- 
ana and in Moscow. Early newsreels in which 
he appears give added authenticity. The 
result is a compendium of interestingly pre- 
sented factual material on Tolstoi and a cli- 
mactic period of Russian history. 


One-third down and twenty-four months 
to pay. National Film Board of Canada. 
Distributor: Contemporary Films, 267 W. 
25th St., N.Y. 1. 1960; released in U.S. 1961.

This is not a study of installment buying, as 
the title might indicate. It is an entertaining 
but objective presentation of the impact of 
the automobile on the physical development 
of cities. Speeded-up camera shots of traffic 
congestion, road building, and car washing, 
views of junked cars converted to scrap met- 
al, of sports car races, of daredevil drivin: 
contests, and of used car lot operations »'i 
point up the automobile’s omnipresence in 
modern life and the problems created by its 
universal use for transportation. Fast-mov- 
ing action shots are interspersed with provoc- 
ative interviews with designer Raymond 
Loewy, cartoonist Robert Osborne, New York 
Commissioner Robert Moses, and city plan- 
ner Albert Mayer. Statements from these 
authorities underline the film’s theme that 
man should control the use of the automobile 
by wise and farsighted urban planning for 
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its greatest effectiveness. No specific solutions 
are offered, but the problems are clearly de- 
fined so that some answers are implied. Al- 
though somewhat loosely organized, the ma- 
terial is nevertheless forcefully enough pre- 
sented to stimulate thought and discussion 
on city planning, road building, the design 
and economy of automobiles, and, by impli- 
cation, on their influence on the current way 
of life. 


Our election day illusions—the beat ma- 
jority.

In this revealing and timely report Edward 
R. Murrow shows by means of graphs and 
interviews how certain aspects of the elec- 
tive process in the U.S. have through time 
become antiquated and distorted, thereby 
weakening the roots of American democracy. 
Part I points to instances across the country 
of electoral misrepresentation, from Los An- 
geles, where in a state senatorial election the 
vote of 4,000,000 city dwellers is worth no 
more than the vote of 13,000 nearby rural 
citizens, to Vermont, where in one instance 
a rural community of 24 people has the same 
representation as the city of Burlington with 
a population of 35,000. Part 1 also reviews the 
history and present practices of gerrymander- 
ing by legislatures whereby the party in 
power carves up electoral districts to favor 
itself. Part mu explores the power and organ- 
ization of the Electoral College which, be- 
cause it is based on congressional districts 
rather than direct popular vote, can in a 
close election be in a position to vote for a 
minority candidate. Appearing in the film, in 
addition to several “man-in-the-street” inter- 
views, are political leaders including Senator 
Clark of Pennsylvania, former Governors 
Loveless of Iowa and Collins of Florida, and 
former President Truman. Each half of the 
film is a balanced and complete presentation 
so that it can be used separately. Recom- 
mended for discussion as well as purely in- 
formational programs. 


Power among men. First sequence by 
Julien Bryan. Film Services of the U.N.

By implication rather than exhortation this 
suggests that the future of civilization rests 
on collective international action. The film is 
in four movements, all tied to the repeated 
warning: “Men build. Men destroy. Surviv- 
ing men build again. Sometimes there is no 
survival.” A war-ravaged Italian village in 
1946 is given hope for rebuilding with the aid 
of United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation 


Administration; 11 years later the same vil- 
lage has been rebuilt, but a young man Who 
grew up there is being drafted into the army. 
A decadent society leaves a mountain com- 
munity in Haiti isolated with insoluble prob- 
lems of overpopulation and insufficient food 
supply. U.N. technical assistance is able to 
overcome resistance to change and to im- 
prove the economic situation in this small 
community, but how many thousands of such 
places go unaided? In western Canada mod- 
ern engineering is able to construct a new in- 
dustry and a new city out of the wilderness, 
but more than engineering is needed to enable 
the many nationalities there to live together 
peaceably. Sweden and Denmark have co- 
operated to build an atomic reactor where 
scientists come from many nations to study. 
This represents the ultimate reality in our 
time: man has in his hands the ability to 
destroy himself and his world more complete- 
ly than ever before, or to continue to build 
more mightily than he can yet dream. This 
documentary is most powerful in the feature- 
length version, and can be recommended for 
adult community programs. The abridged 44- 
minute “discussion version” has been care- 
fully edited, and may be adequate wherever 
time is at a premium. 


Praise the sea. Herman van der Horst. 
Distributor: GO Pictures, 37 W. 57th St., 
N.Y. 19. n.d. 21min. $165. 


A succession of fleeting views of many as- 
pects of the Netherlands conveys an impres- 
sion of the spirit of the country, its history, 
and the pervasive influence of the sea. Zooms 
and quick cuts in ingenious montage. and a 
well-matched sound track of natural sounds, 
carillon music, and church bells supplant 
narration. Windmills and agriculture, fishing 
and shipbuilding, sculpture and architecture 
are shown in unusual juxtaposition. The 
people are graphically illustrated—farmers 
and milkmaids, shipbuilders and fishermen, 
and crowds in the cities, on foot, on bicycles 
and streetcars. Ornate Gothic churches and 
old buildings contrast with modern office 
buildings and apartment houses. Building 
sculpture symbolic of the sea—anchors, sea 
gods, sailing ships—give a sense of historical 
continuity. Herman van der Horst, winner of 
the Cannes Grand Prix for two other films, 
wrote, directed, filmed, and edited this excel- 
lent study on commission of the Netherlands 
Ministry of Education, Arts and Sciences. 


Revolt in Hungary. Narrator: Walter 
Cronkite. C.B.S. Television (The twen- 
tieth century series). Distributor: Mc- 
Graw-Hill Text-Films, 330 W. 42d St., 
N.Y. 36. 1958. 26min. $135. 

This film, produced by Burton Benjamin from 
Dr. Stefan Erdelyi’s production Hungary 
aflame, contains many memorable scenes: 
Hungarians, including Imre Nagy, dutifully 
mourn the death of Stalin in 1953; October 
23, 1956, students demonstrate in support of 
the Polish movement for independence; Hun- 
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garian freedom fighters battle the security 
police at night in the streets; Cardinal Mind- 
szenty is released from prison; portraits of 
happy, though apprehensive, people experi- 
encing freedom; November 4, the Soviet tanks 
attack Budapest and crush the revolt as Hun- 
garian patriots radio for U.N. aid. Made from 
motion pictures taken by a member of the 
Hungarian underground and smuggled out of 
the country, this film documents events lead- 
ing to the rebellion of 1956 and emphasizes 
Russian ruthlessness in crushing the revolt. 


A salute to the American theatre. C.B.S. 
Television. Distributor: Anti-Defamation 
League of B’nai B’rith, 515 Madison Ave., 
N.Y. 22. 1960. 45min. $75. 


Many Broadway actors donated their services 
to this unusual combination of theater and 
human relations, presented originally on net- 
work television. As host Franchot Tone re- 
views the history of the theater and the trends 
in social drama excerpts from the following 
well-known American dramas and musicals 
are shown as illustrations: Octaroon (1859), 
Waiting for Lefty (1935), Abe Lincoln in IIli- 
nois (1938), The male animal (1940), Call me 
Mister (1945), Home of the brave (1945), 
South Pacific (1947), The crucible (1953), and 
A raisin in the sun (1959). These excerpts 
illustrate a wide range of social themes, in- 
cluding politics, employment discrimination, 
human rights, tolerance, justice, race rela- 
tions, bigotry, anti-Semitism, communism, 
socialism, prejudice, and freedom of speech. 
Despite the inadequacies of live television 
(some of the sound was either too loud or 
not loud enough) the over-all effect of the 
film is one of sincerity and integrity. It would 
enhance any library film collection, especially 
since it can be used both as a human relations 
film and a drama film for acting and theater 
groups. It could be effective as a discussion 
film with senior high students or adults. 


Suburban living: six solutions. National 


Film Board of Canada. Distributor: In- 
ternational Film Bureau, 332 S. Michigan 
Ave., Chic. 4. 1960. 58min. $250. 


A comparison and discussion of five experi- 
mental communities in Europe and one in 
Canada which were planned to meet the 
needs of the whole man—body, mind, and 
spirit—and which are in use today. Describes 
Le Corbusier’s one-building “vertical neigh- 
borhood” in Marseilles and satellite towns 
and suburbs in parklike settings outside Lon- 
don, Rotterdam, Stockholm, and Toronto. A 
panel of experts comments briefly on the out- 
standing features of each project and its po- 
tential application to North American com- 
munities. This film makes no attempt to dis- 
cuss many sociological factors such as rapid- 
ly changing populations and interracial prob- 
lems but it is an exciting picture of what has 
actually been done to provide pleasant sur- 
roundings, opportunities for gardening and 
other recreation, safe places for children to 
play, separation of automobile and pedestrian 


traffic, and the provision of convenient shop- 
ping facilities, schools, and other community 
needs in modern, nonluxury residential hous- 
ing. 


The umbrella. Pro Juventute Film Board. 
Distributor: Contemporary Films, 267 W. 
25th St., N.Y. 1. 1960. 35min. $150. 


In a preliminary sequence to this study of 
a predelinquent boy a magistrate says: “A 
child’s world is difficult to enter.” This film 
from the Netherlands, however, succeeds in 
entering that world by showing one day’s. 
incidents through the eyes and imagination 
of Charles. Charles lives in a “good middle- 
class” home where attention has been given 
to his physical comfort; yet after much emo- 
tional turmoil he is driven to the apparently 
unreasonable act of stealing an umbrella. Ex- 
cellent photography and musical effects con- 
vey the feelings of loneliness, rejection, and 
humiliation experienced by the child who is 
ignored by his father and who takes second 
place for his mother’s attention. The narra- 
tion is in Dutch, but there are English sub- 
titles and many of the sequences are purely 
visual and require no narration. Recom- 
mended for general adult audiences interested 
in the psychological causes of delinquency 
and in unusual examples of film production 
as well as for parent and mental health 
groups. 


U.S. space pioneer (The astronaut in Free- 
dom 7). Castle Films, 1445 Park Ave., 
N.Y. 29. 1961. 10min. $23.95. 


This short but valuable historical document 
covers the launching into space of the first 
American rocket to contain a human being. 
It includes views inside the capsule and of 
astronaut Alan Shepard in flight. Following 
the rescue of Shepard from the capsule, the 
film concludes with the presentation to him 
of the Distinguished Service Cross by Presi- 
dent Kennedy later in Washington and of the 
parade in his honor. Because of its historical 
value the film will be a worthwhile addition 
to library film collections; its subject gives 
it universal appeal. 


The White House story. Howard C. Jen- 
sen. Distributor: Sterling Educational 
Films, 6 E. 39th St., N.Y. 16. 1961. Part 1, 
25min.; Part m, 23min. Part 1, $110; Part 
11, $110; complete, $200. 


One of Washington’s popular tourist spots is 
treated as more than an object of sightseeing. 
While views of its changing exterior and in- 
terior are shown, the White House is made 
the focal point and symbol of U‘S. history in 
a survey of a changing America. The devel- 
opment is traced in two parts, the first be- 
gining with plans initiated by George Wash- 
ington in 1790 and ending with Garfield’s 
assassination in 1881. Part 11 opens with the 
Cleveland administration in 1885 and con- 
cludes with the inauguration of Kennedy in 
1961. The physical history spans the period 
from John Adams’ occupancy of an incom-- 
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pleted house to the last major alterations 
made during the Truman administration. It 
includes changes made by remodeling, addi- 
tions, and varying tastes in decor and furnish- 
ings. In addition to the familiar public areas, 
the film shows the family and utility rooms, 
the cabinet room, and President’s office as 
they undergo changes dictated by modern 
mechanization. The camera effectively gives 
motion and spirit to photographs, drawings, 
cartoons, and newsreels. Appropriately chosen 
stills combine with a concisely written script 
to afford not only a history of the White 
House but a picture of the Presidents and 
their families as human beings and as repre- 
sentatives of the people. Though neither a 
profound probe nor a detailed history, the 
film does re-create in lively fashion a na- 
tion’s history in terms of its leaders and the 
changing temper of their times. It could 
bring to life the factual textbooks by giving 
students a sense of personal experience. Adults 
will nostalgically recall the more recent epi- 
sodes, while the earlier periods will become 
less remote and abstract. 


Working together. Nassau Library Sys- 
tem, 320 Fulton Ave., Hempstead, Long 
Island, N.Y. 1960. 12min. $65. 


Describes how the Nassau County Library 
System on Long Island, New York met the 
need for library facilities in its rapidly grow- 
ing new communities. The improved services 
that were obtained through cooperation 
among 38 autonomous libraries serving a 
contiguous area are shown to include a cen- 
tralized reference collection, an interlibrary 
loan system, group purchasing and cataloging, 
availability of specialists, and a central film 
collection. Especially useful for showing to 
library boards and similar groups to demon- 
strate what can be done by cooperative agree- 
ments among libraries. Production super- 
vised by Eugene A. Pringle, Audio-Visual 
Consultant, Nassau Library System.

In this unique book the author of Do you see 
what I see? (Booxuist 55:424, Ap 1 59) de- 
scribes, in expressive text and illustrations, 
the different materials which can be used to 
create a picture—pencil, crayons, pen and ink, 
water colors, pastels, poster paint, oil paint, 
and collage. She not only explains the special 
quality of each medium and the visual effects 
which it can achieve but also suggests the 
emotional responses evoked by each.
